The plant created a plastic-like 
building material that would evaporate 
and settle on the roof of the building, 
first congealing to a tar-like substance 
and finally hardening.

This was 
evidenced by many pairs of geese feet, 
found eerily dismembered, still stuck 
to the roof, recounted Health Director

Town, teachers reach impasse 


Union creates committee to plan action, such as picketing

Labor negotiations between the School Com- 
mittee and Andover teachers union have reached a 
stalemate. Teachers union President Thomas 
Meyers said the town’s failure to budget for cost- 
of-living increases is at least partly responsible for 
the stalled contract talks. 

As a result of the impasse, Meyers said the 
union last week decided to form a “Political 
Action and Crisis Situation” committee. He said 
the committee could do anything from planning 
coffees and writing letters to picketing for a better 
contract. 

Last Thursday, union members met in a private 
session at West Middle School to discuss the sta- 
tus of negotiations, which began six months ago. 
Meyers said after the meeting that teachers were 
upset. “Negotiations are not going well, it’s safe 
to say,” said Meyers. “We have not been able to 
solve any of the issues we’re working on.” 

In addition to pay and benefits, issues under 
discussion include middle school teachers’ con- 
tractual obligations and privileges, planning time 
for elementary school teachers, and crowding at 
Andover High School, Meyers said. 

“The School Committee at this point needs to 
come up with the money to fund a decent raise,” 
he said. "People work very hard in Andover, and 
they expect to be fairly compensated.” 

Crowding could become a contractual issue if 
the high school asks teachers to change their 
schedules to accommodate more students, Meyers 
said. 

Even after Meyers gave the teachers’ stance on 
negotiations, School Committee Chairman Tony 
James refused to comment, saying the committee 
and the union agreed not to make any public com- 
ments unless they agreed on a joint statement. “I 
still feel bound by the agreement we made with 
Tom and his people that we don’t make com- 


ments,” said James. 

Meyers said he felt at liberty to comment on 
negotiation status because of the failure to come 
to an agreement. “My belief, and I think the com- 
mittee’s belief, is that when we stop using objec- 
tified data - we've pretty much moved away from 
(interest based bargaining),” he said. 

The current teacher's contract, signed in 2001, 
expires next Wednesday, June 30. U Inder the con- 
tract teachers received a 3.7 percent pay increase 
the first year, a 3.1 percent increase the second 
year and 5 percent this past school year. The 
union agreed to the uneven schedule of raises to 
alleviate the financial impact of opening the new 
Wood Hill Middle and High Plain Elementary 
schools in 2002. 

When asked if a similar arrangement could be 
used during the town’s current budget crunch, 
Meyers said the union wanted to take Andover’s 
financial troubles into consideration while making 
sure its members received a fair raise. 

“We're willing to be innovative in all sorts of 
ways,” he said. 

Meyers said negotiations will continue, though 
a date for the next session has not been set. Con- 
tracts for all bargaining units, such as police, fire- 
fighters and Town Offices staffers, expire June 30, 
but in past years new contracts have not been 
signed until months or years after their expiration. 
During the interim, the terms of the old contracts 
remain in force and raises are paid retroactively 
once new contracts are signed. 

In such situations, Town Meeting voters typi- 
cally agree to set aside money to cover expected 
contract settlements. But this year, neither the 
$48.6 million school budget nor the overall $114 
million town budget contained such money. Offi- 
cials say the town must come up with $600,000 
for each percentage point of across-the-board, 
cost-of-living adjustments.

SOUTH CHURCH EXPANSION 


New parking plan may 
pave way for approval 


By Andrea Gregory 

Planning Board members and 
staff appear pleased with a new 
plan from the South Church 
Building Committee to maintain 
parking while expanding the 
historic church. 

The Planning Board conclud- 
ed its review of the site plans for 
the 8,000 square foot, three- 
story addition to South Church 
on Tuesday night. Although the 
board will not vote for several 
weeks, planning department 
staff is expected to recommend 
approval, said Planning Director 
Steve Colyer. 

The Central Street church has 
been planning the expansion for 
years, but it brought a brand new 
plan before the board on Tues- 
day in an effort to address town 
officials’ concerns. The Zoning 
Board of Appeals approved the 
project in July 2003, but men- 
tioned concerns about too much 
pavement taking over the site 
\n earlier plan enlarged the 
church’s parking lot and allowed 
access to it from School Street, 
calling for a significant amount 
of the side yard to be paved. 

Knowing new construction 
will eat up some of the 46 park- 
ing spaces currently on the 
church’s property, members of 
the South Church Building 
Committee needed to find space 
for a total of 46 spaces some- 
where. Although the previous 
layout has been abandoned, 
there will be 46 spaces still, 
maintaining the parking that is 
currently on site without a dras- 
tic pavement job. A handful of 
trees will also be spared undet 
the latest version. 

“The representatives of the 
church are to be commended for 
their willingness to engage in 
dialogue on and thei 
cooperation in helping to pre- 
serve a significant historical 
amenity. The new plan is a bet- 
ter plan all around,” said Colyer 

“It seems to be very straight- 
forward. I think we've got it 
done.” said Planning Board 
Chairman Paul Salafia during 
the Tuesday night meeting

N AMERICAN PRESIDENT Is locked 
in a deadly struggle with an 
Andover High School student.

AHS graduates win ‘Last Senior Standing’ class prizes

F ALL THE GRADUATES at Christa 
Milley’s Andover High School 
graduation party, only one went 

- out of his way to talk to her 15- 
year-old brother. It made the younger boy’s 
day when new graduate Scott Mancinelli 
took the time to talk to him at the party, said 
Milley. 

It was acts of kindness such as that one 
which made AHS Principal Peter Anderson 
choose Mancinelli as one of three students 
to receive $1,500 at the class of 2004's grad- 
uation last week.

Milley said she had placed her purse over 
her shoulder and was getting ready to leave 
the hall when Anderson called her up to 
receive the honor. Afterwards Milley sat 
down with her mother to analyze what she 
did to deserve the credit. 

Milley said it was easy to see why 
Mancinelli was chosen. “It made such a dif- 
ference to my brother that (Mancinelli 
talked to him),” said Milley. Mancinelli also 
is a drummer and was involved in Mr. AHS. 
When he did not make the baseball team, he 
decided to be an assistant coach to his 
younger brother’s middle school team. 

Milley organized AHS blood drives this 
year and worked on a student council to 
revamp student government. She said she 
has tried to be kind to others with gestures 
as simple as smiling and saying hello to peo- 
ple in the halls. 

Fusco works with disabled kids at Ban- 
croft Elementary School and with disabled 
adults at a nursing home in Charlestown. 

None of the students are sure how they 
will spend the money.
